Following  is  a  description  of 
this  new  shrub,  taken  from  a 
bulletin  of  the  Arnold  Arbore¬ 
tum,  Harvard  University,  of 
June  14,  1927,  in  which  they 
say: 

Kolkwitzia  Amabilis  is  now 
in  blossom  on  Bussey  Hill, 
where  a  young  and  vigorous 
plant  is  flowering  for  the  first 
time.  Every  succeeding  year 
emphasizes  th  garden  value  of 
this  plant  for  which  the  de¬ 
scriptive  title  of  Beauty  Bush 
has  been  aptly  coined.
